PINE  TREE  SERIES 


The  first  coinage  for  our  early 
colonies  was  without  approval  or 
license  from  Charles  II,  king  of 
England . 

The  Pine  Tree  series  - Shillings, 
Sixpence,  and  Threepence  --  were 
struck  at  a private  mint  in  or  near 
Boston,  which  was  in  operation  for 
thirty-odd  years  from  its  establish- 
ment in  1652.  However,  all  of  these 
coins  bear  the  date  of  1652  regard- 
less of  the  year  in  which  they  were 
struck.  The  Oak  Tree  Twopence 
was  dated  1662. 

John  Hull,  owner  and  mint  master, 
supposedly  received  one  Shilling  for 
every  one  coined  and  consequently 
became  very  prosperous . It  is  re- 
lated that  when  his  daughter  married, 
he  matched  her  weight  in  these 
Shillings  as  a dowry.  The  value  of 
her  dowry  has  been  exaggerated  with 
the  years  until  it  has  reached  the 
staggering  sum  of  30,000  Guineas, 
or  over  $150,  000.  As  a matter  of 
fact,  if  she  was  of  average  weight, 
she  received  10,  000  Shillings  or 
500  Guineas . 

Some  of  the  silver  used  for  this 
coinage  consisted  of  silverware 
which  alternated  from  coins  to  table- 
ware, depending  on  the  financial 
status  of  its  owner.  Another  source 
was  ordinary  silver  bullion  and 
Spanish  dollars,  much  of  which  came 
from  buccaneers  who  had  been 
successful  in  their  raids  in  the  West 
Indies  waters .

For  the  third  time  in  69  A.  D.  Rome 
had  a new  emperor.  This  time  it  was 
Vespasian.  He  was  the  ninth  Roman 
emperor  and  by  far  the  best  since 
the  first  - Augustus. 

Under  Vespasian's  wise  and  vigor- 
ous rule,  the  empire  became  more 
and  more  stabilized.  His  rule  is  re- 
garded by  the  Romans  as  ten  years 
of  happy  and  prosperous  endeavor. 

It  was  Vespasian  who  began  the  con- 
struction of  the  Colosseum. 

When  Vespasian  hastened  home  from 
Palestine,  he  left  his  son  Titus  to 
carry  on  the  struggle  with  the  Jews 
in  their  First  Revolt  against  Roman 
rule . Titus  took  Judaea,  utterly 
destroying  Jerusalem.  Vespasian  put 
out  a sestertius  (first  brass,  also 
called  first  bronze),  having  his 
laureate  head  on  the  obverse,  and  on 
the  reverse  a Roman  soldier  on 
guard  under  a palm  tree  - symbol  of 
Judaea;  and  on  the  opposite  side  of 
the  palm  tree  sits  a Jewess  weeping: 

", . .and  she  being  desolate  shall  sit 
upon  the  ground."  (Isa.  3:26) 

In  the  exergue  of  this  coin  are  the 
letters  S.  C.  (Consent  of  the  Senate). 
The  inscription  is  "Judaea  Capta" 
(Judaea  Captured).

A SMALL  COIN  OF 
C ALU  PIUS  FELIX 

From  slavery  to  governorship  is  a 
high  hurdle,  but  Claudius  Felix  made 
it.  His  is  a remarkable  instance  of 
the  elevation  of  a slave  to  a distin- 
guished position.  He  was  a slave  of 
Antonia,  mother  of  the  Roman  em- 
peror Claudius . He  is  also  known 
as  Antonius  Felix.  His  small  copper 
coin  with  two  shields  and  javelins 
crossed  on  the  obverse,  and  a palm 
tree  on  the  reverse  was  issued  while 
he  was  governor  of  Judaea. 

It  is  difficult  to  determine  the  year 
when  Felix  entered  upon  his  duties 
as  governor.  Probably  it  was  about 
52  A.  D.  - the  eleventh  year  of  the 
reign  of  the  emperor  Claudius . 

His  record  as  governor  of  Judaea 
is  deep-dyed.  Among  other  out- 
rages he  put  Jonathan,  high  priest  at 
Jerusalem,  to  death.  He  wanted  to  be 
rid  of  Jonathan's  occasional  pointings 
to  the  way  of  duty. 

Possibly  Felix  rendered  some  help- 
ful service  in  suppressing  banditry, 
which  was  rampant  in  the  land,  and  in 
quelling  some  uprisings  --  enough  to 
give  the  orator  Tertullus  a toehold 
for  his  fulsome  flattery  when  he 
wished  to  ingratiate  himself  with  the 
governor: 

"Seeing  that  by  thee  we  enjoy 
great  quietness,  and  that  very 
worthy  deeds  are  done  unto 
this  nation  by  thy  providence. . . 
most  noble  Felix. . . "Acts  24:2, 3) 

But  when  Felix  heard  Paul  reason  on 
"righteousness,  temperance,  and 
judgment  to  come."  (Acts  24:25)  it 
so  terrified  him  that  he  trembled. 

He  kept  Paul  in  prison  at  Caesarea 
for  two  years,  talking  with  him  often, 
in  the  hope  of  extorting  a bribe  to 
loose  him.  When  Felix  was  recalled 
to  Rome  he  left  Paul  bound.  That  was 
to  please  the  Jews . 

He  was  succeeded  by  Festus. 

When  Felix  had  returned  to  Rome, 

60  A. D.,  so  many  followed  him  with 
testimonies  of  extortion  and  violence, 
that  he  would  have  been  put  to  death 
by  the  emperor  Nero  had  not  Pallas, 
his  brother  who  had  influence  at 
court,  saved  him. 

The  wife  of  Felix,  the  Drusilla  who 
was  a daughter  of  Herod  Agrippa  I, 
and  her  son  by  Felix,  perished  in 
an  eruption  of  Mt.  Vesuvius.
